ABDUL MEDJID, » 


TILE SULTAN OF THE OTTOMAN 
EMPIRE. 


Abdul Medjid was born on the 20th of 
April, 1824, and was but sixteen years of 
age when called to succeed his futher, whose 
deatlh was announced en the Ist of July, 
1839, though it is supposed that it oceurred 
some days before. The ceremony of instal- 
lation was performed on the 11th, when he 
was girded with the sword of Osman with 
all the ancient formalities. He is tall and 
well formed ; his head is fine and regular 3 
his deportment graceful and noble ;. his au- 
burn hair is always covered by a red callote, 
similar to that worn by the meanest of his 
his eyes are of a grayish blue, 
soft and penetrating. ILlis habitual costume 
is the military dress of his empire ; a dark 
colored tunic, buttoned up to the neck; no 
warlike accoutrement except a sabre sus- 
pended at his side, and similar to that which 
every citizen may gird in the hour of danger ; 


subjects ; 


no golden embroideries nor dazzling collars 
upon his habitual dress. 


The decorations which the Sultan confers 
have the form of a sort of gold medal, on 
which isengraved his signature, and the im- 
portance of which depends upon the number 
and value of the diamonds which surround 
it, The supreme matk of this kind, the most 
enviable decoration, is the miniature por-~ 
trait of the Sultan, surrounded by jewels, 
‘and suspended~by a gold chain; women 
may. receive this decoration, which the 
wear attached to the left shoulder. ° Three 
Christian ladies possess it at this moment 
One of them, the Princess V , lately. re. 
ce.ved this august present in Moldavia, in’ 
presence of a young Turk in-high office, 
who bad been brought up near the. person of 
Abdal Medjid, ‘ Behold him,” said he, in- 
clining himself profounily before his portrait ; 
‘‘ behold him! that master whom we revere, 
not because he is ‘powerful, but because he 
is good? Never,” added he, “has that an- 
gelic heart permitted a drop of blood to flow, 
either to extend or to secure his power ; the 
life of others-is so sacred in his eyes, that 
when it behooves. him to pass sentence of 
death, even ona criminal, he takes refuge in 
the retirement of his apartment, secludes 
‘himself there, and becomes inacessible to all ; 
there he, in anguish, asks within himself if 
God can have given him the power to blot 
out forever a man from the number of the 
living.” On his accession to the throne it 
becomes necessary for him, in accordance | 
with the custom, to sacrifice a lamb ; he re- 
fuses to doit. “ Ifthat is the price of the 
throne,” said he, laughing, “I choose to 
renounce it,” 

The Sultan Abdul Medjid has conducted 
the administration of ‘Turkey upon the poli- 
cy of his eminent father. Called, when yet 
a child, to the exercise of absolute power in 
an immense empire, his father bequeathed to 
bim the overwhelming burden of .a country 
weakened by unfortutfate wars and under- 
mined by secret jntrigues. His first step on 
ascending to the throne was to entirely re- 
organize the army, upon the "best European 
model. ‘With the utmost liberality, he grant- 
ed to the Christian privileges and immunities; 
he founded-echools where Catholics, Greeks, 
Armenians, Jews and Musselmen live side 
by side, instructed each by ‘the ministers of 
their respective religions, and attended each 
by persons of the sanje religious persuasion ; 
and the grateful Christians contributed, the 
nid of their experience to all the reforms of 
the young sovereign... ‘They assisted him to 
establish his schools; they organized his 
armies; they exercised his navy. Thus has 
been realized by the son, that great saying 
of the father, “ I wish my subjects to be re- 
organized, the Musselmen only at the mos- 
que,.the Christian only at the church, the 
Jew only at the synagogue.” In his reign 
taxes have been equalized, and the general 
prosperity of the country much advanced 
by immigrations of the subjects of neighbor- 
ing States, drawn to Turkey by the com- 
forts of an enlightened and comparativély 
free government. In carrying out the new 
system of reform called Tanzimat, the pre- 
sent Sultan has encountered the most formi- 
| dable obstacles, both by rebellions at home 
and by ambitious tyrants: of other countries, 
who seek to despoil him of rich and valua- 
ble. territory. The reform undertaken by 
the Sultan Mahmond, with the design of giv- 
ing unity to the Ottoman Empire, and pur- 
sued with implacable will through fire and 
blood, has been continued with singular good 
fortune by his successors, but by means quite 
different. ‘The mere exercise of justice, tem-

Reform has 
been pursued with unwearied ardor. ‘The 
amelioration of the discipline, the equipment 
and the organization of the army, concession } 
in favor of the establishment of railroads, 
and the creation of a bank, were about to 
place Turkey in a position to encounter force 
as well as civilization. Once entered into the 
family of Europ2zan interests, she would have 
clouded all dangers by the transformation.

If Turkey get happily through the present 
crisis, repose will be secured to her for some 
time. Her progress may be developed at 
leisure, and reform, carried into all parts of 
her administration, will yield the fruit which 
is expected from it. .That is what the ad- 
versaries of Turkey.found it their interest, at 
any ¢ost, to prevent ; that is what occasion- 
ed the extraordinary demand to protect popi- 
lation who have no need of protection, afd 
who consider as the worst of calamities any 
change having for its object to withdraw 
them from the government of the Sultan. 
The present attitude of Turkey, dictated by 
wisdom and courage, the loyal and firm 
policy of her allies, will destroy, it is to be 
hoped, present complications, and prevent 
their recurrence. ‘Those young populations 
will be left free to perfect their institutions, 
and to offer to Europe the tribute of their 
strength and of their riches; they will increase 
fur civilization, and not for slavery. 


THE CHINESE EMPIRE. 


The importance of the movement which 
from such a small beginning seems destined 
ere it ends to totally subvert the government 
of the Chinese Empire, can hardly be ex- 
aggerated. The fact that the rebels are not 
only striving to overthrow the present 
dynasty, to place their leader upon the throne, 
but are also waging a war of extermination 
against idolatry, and all the paraphernalia 
ofits worship, to replace it with asystem of 
religion, that, so far as can be ascertained, 


“is Christianity adapted to Clinese compre- 


hensiou, gives to this revolution a signifi- 
cance and importance that cannot be mis- 
taken. 


The-histoty and social condition of this 
great peaple are but little understood by the 
civilized world, and it is time for those who 
have derived their ideas from the stereotyped 
citt in. the geographies, in which. an oblique 
eyed, mild looking individual, with shaven 
poll, lengthly queue, and the ‘¢oluminous 
breeches, is represented hawking about “rats 
and puppies for pies,” to turn to more relia- 
ble sources for information, particularly since 
the time seems to be rapidly approaching 
when we.must study them as neighbors, and 
as adopted citizens even of our own country. 

In the days of William de Rubruquis and 
Marco Polo the man who told a plain, un- 
varnished tale about China and the Chinese, 
wasset down in the estimation of his fellows 
as an’ outrageous liar. Indeed, till within 
comparatively a short period, the whole yast 
area of the empire has been, with the excep- 
tion of a narrow strip here -and there on the 
borders and by the sed-coast,~as much a 
terra:‘incognita as is the interior of Africa at 
the present time. And yet it.is a great em- 
pire, viewed from whatever:point ;-great in 
its extent, great in its natural resources; and 
great as the home of a peculiar people who |” 
have preserved their individuality and most 
minute traits of character, and retained at 
rest, during the cenMries, while the rest of 
the world has been-rocking with the strug~ 
gles of expiring dynasties, and the throes of 
nations starting. into existence. 


In area the Chinese Empire is three 


times larger than the United States, east of |- 


the prairies, and like it, it enjoys a variety 
of climate, raging from the heat of the tropics 
to the cold of the northern ,temperate zone. 
Its surface is diversified by mountain ridges, 
vast plains, and deep valleys, while in the 
number and magnitude of its rivers it is sur- 
passed. by. no country on the globe.” Within 
its territory are also found vast lakes both 
of fresh and salt water, which give subsis- | 


tence to a large population, and upon whose 


suiface a great internal commerce. is car- 
ried on. : | 

Its vegetable productions are numerous 
and abundant, and the necessity of providing 
a means of support, chiefly derived from the 
cultivation of the soil, for a population esti- 
mated by careful observers at 360,000,000,

yield from the seed ; while the-universal be- 
verage of all classes, ranks and ages, is an 
infusion of the leaves of the tea plant, whose 
pleasantly stimulating effects have brought 
the whole world into tribute to this’ people 
for its supply. 

The government of China is an absolute 
monarchy, and filial obedience is thé law of 
the land. ‘The Emperor being viewed in the 
light of the father of his people; every com- 
mand emanating from him’is to be implicitly 
obeyed. The whole machinery of govern- 
ment is under his control, and with him 
rests tde appointment of his siiccessor, even 
tothe exclusion of his own sons. The right 
of ptimogeniture, which formerly existed, 
was many years ago abolished,*so that.at 
the death of a parent his. property-is divided 
amongst his male children, the eldest son 
receiving two~portions. Girls inherit no- 
thing, neither'do: they receive any marriage 
portion from their parente. 

The whole commanity with the exception 
of menials, comedians, and thé lowest police 
agents, who are reckoned outcasts, is divi- 


ded in into four ranks or elasses.* Of these, 
the Ist itcludes the learned; 2nd the hus- 
bandmen; 34d, the manufacturers; and 4th, 
the merchants. This may seem a strange 
classification, but as the husbandman provi- 
des food to keep the nation alive, hé is honor- 
ed and placed accordingly. Indeed, 8o strong 
is this feeling, that annually, at a great festiv- 
al; it is the custom of tlhe emperor to enter 
a field set apart for the occasion, and with 
his own hand plough a plot of ground.

THE JAPANESE EMPIRE: 


We give an interesting account of the Ja- 
panese Empire, which has been kindly fur- 
nished to us by Mr. Thomas Troy. He has 
had extensive facilities for gaining infornia- 
tion on the sibject, and has promised us a 
series of articles, which we sball from time 
to time lay before our readers : 


The whole empire consists of sixty-six pro- 
vinces.. The island of Niphon contains fifty, 
Kow-shoo nine, Schoke five, Yezo one, 
and Sa-dhoone. / | 

The city of Jeddo is in the province of 
Moo-sa-she. The chart points out eight- 
hundred and eighty islands, including the 
our principal ones, some of which are rich 
in mineral productions. In the island Sa-dho 
there are rich gold mines, but no one is al- 
lowed to work them but the convicts whom 
the government sends there. They seldom 
live over three years ; some are never allow- 
ed to see daylight. They work the mines 
like a railroad tunnel, under the mountaias, 
where some have to spend their life-time, 
without ever seeing the sun again. 


_ On_ the east side of Kew-shoo there is an 
abundance of coal, and a good harbor for 
shipping near at hand. The people mostly 
burn charcoal ; they are forbidden to cook 
with the hard Saal: on account Of the gas ; 
therefore the ininies are not much attended to: 

In the island Ha-jay-jo shé-ria; all the 
Emperor’s clothing is made. He sends a 
vessel thore five times a year, to bring his rich 
cargo to Jeddo. Some.of his junks are or- 
nariented with gold plates on the side, and 
all round the bulwarks: cyt aes. 

The most remarkable mountain is Foo-g- 
san, in the province Soo-roong-au; it is ten 
miles high, and the top is capped with snow 
nine or ten mionttis of the year. In June and 
July it is visited by great numbers of:people 
from Jeddo and different parts of the country; 
the people have a great many songs in praise 
of it and its traditions. Itis regarded sacred, 
and no females ate allowed to ascend it. 


The present Emperor’ {a1 about twenty-otic- 
years of age.; his title is Thin-Kaw,: which 
means Ileaven beneath, ) His palace is in 
the city of J eddo; it is Surrounded bya astcong 
wall and outside the'wall is a-‘deep..canal, 
fall of water : his arsenal is close to his palace 
built.on a mound, where he retreats in case 
of wir, which he is always afraid of. He 
keeps a strong life guard around him, and 
when he rides out, which is very seldom, he 
has ten or twelve of his ministers dressed in 
the same uniform with himee f, 80 RO person 
may know him, he is so mach afraid of his 
own subjects. 


When he pagses'through the city the peo- 
ple must kneel down and keep their facos to 
the ground. until he ‘is out’ of sight. They 
cannot aven turn their heads to look at him. 
They. have to do the same with all his minis- 
ters of state and piblio- officers, The prin- 
cipal weapon: of war in Japan is the sword, 
which is large and very sharp. A good 
| swordsman is supposed to be able to fond off 
ten arrows, shot at the same time, and he i is 
thought, to be able to cut a musket ball in 


| two if he sees the man who is firing at him. 


Their tise of the musket is as follows : 3: It 
has do flint, but goes with a match which 
is attached to the stock. They hold the 
musket up to the left shoulder and support 
it with their left.haud, while they touch it 
off with’ the right. The people are not al 
lowed to keep fire arms in their houses.

The World’s Temperance Convention. 

The World's Temperance Convention recent- 
ly assembled in New York, may justly be num- 
bered among the bumbugs of the age. Its 
object cannot redeem its character. Composed 
of undoubted friends of Temperance aud a pie- 
bald crew of Maine-Lawites, Abolitionists, 
strong minded women, Doctors of Divinity, So- 
cialists and fanatics, the proceedings of the Con- 
vention were much in character with the bac- 
clanalian orgies, whose destruction was its 
avowed object. 

The Convention was scarce organized, ere 
Satan presented himself, in the shape of the 
Rev. Antoinette Brown; who claimed a seat 
upon the platform, and the right to speak asa 
delegate of the Convention Her appearance was 
was the signal for general uproar and confusion, 
in which all order and decency were forgotten. 
Amid the noise a yote was taken by which she 
was excluded from the Convention ;—yet it is 
difficult to determine which -was the most dis- 
graceful, the cool impudence of the Rev. wo- 
man and the fanaticism of her advocates, or the 
shouts, groans, hisses und rowd yism of her op- 
ponents. 

It is unnecessary to review the entire pro~ 
ceedings of the Convention ; under the quieting 
influence of a strong body of policemen, order 
was maintained for a day or two, while a few | 
resolutions were passed and as many specches 
made laudatory of temperance — a very meager 
result, and falling far short of our just expec- 
tations: Indeed, the Convention wasa iiser- 
able failare—promising much, realizing little. 
From its high sounding title, with delegates 
from England, the Continent, and from every 
clime and section of our own country, we had 
reason to expect, even to require, that some 
broadly based plan would be discussed and ma- 
tured—some harmonious policy and concerted 
action be established, by which at least the 
moral and religious sentiments of the world 
would be united in the extension of the Temper- 
ance Reformation. But we have toregret that 
such was not the case, and so faras being pro- 
ductive of any beneficial results present or 
_prospestive, the Convention might-as well not | 
have met. It would have been better; for then 
patriotism would not have causé to blush at the 
thought, that an assemblage, philanthropic in 
its purpose,~was: distukbed-by scenes which 
‘would disgrace the @nclosures and inmates of 
a brothel. 

The idea of tha Convention was grand—the | 
thought a noble one, that while in the great 
metropolis of the-New World, was held an 
‘ exposition of the industry of all nations,” . to 
which would throng’-the citizens of every 
clime, as to goine ) grand levee of the arts and sci- 
ences, there should be an assemblage which in 
a cértain:degréé would represent ‘the benevo. 
lence of the world and the-age, and which 
would place upon the very outer walls the ban- 
hers of ‘reform and hostility‘to a vice; which in 
varied forms moves.to and fro like.a weaver's 
shuttle, among the nations, finding its victims 
in all classes, ranks and conditions. The tem- 
perance reforin has already acted no obscure 
part in the world’s great drama. Its leaders 
and heroes, and banner bearers, have already 
accomplished much ; upon their wisdom, pru- 
dence and vigor-much yet depends—the past is 
glorious, the future will be much more 80, if 
they are only true to the cause. They mast be 
true. Coming. generations demand’ at their. 
hands the priceless patrimony of political insti- 
tutions ‘healthful, vigorous, and: untouched -by 
slavish and.corrupting vices. It is well that 
this world-wide benevolence should find public 
expression; it thus comes home to the public 
heart, and meets with ready sympathy from the 
masses.

Old. habits, and most of “all, national ones, are 
most difficult to era@Mate; but none are so 
fixed, 80 tenactuus, as not to yield to enlightened 
public sentiment.

The Auitcutourst Association of the 
Planting States. 

The circular of the Executive Council of thi8 
Association, relative to the proposed meeting at 
Columbia, in December next, has for some 
wecks past appeared in our columns; and we 
now comply with the request to unite our ef- 
forts with the brethren of the press of the South, 
in the attempt to arouse the agricultura! com- 
munity to the importance of feeliug aod mani- 
festing an interest in the subject. 

The principle of association, powerful to what- 
ever purpose directed, cannot fail when applied 
to the purposes of agricultural improvement, to 
achieve the most happy result. Let men decry 
‘* Book Farming ” as they may, and clamor for 
that which is practical ;—the very fact that the 
latter's. more desirable involves the importance 
of associating together farmers of intelligence 
and practical experie nce. Could farming be 
learned from books, ibis would be less impor~ 
tant. As it is, it can only be through such 
associations—through the comparing of meth- 
ods and results, the interchange of views and 
opinions, and the discussing of causes and ef- 
fects—that men can lope to avail themsclves 
of each others’ experience, and accumulate 
that store of practical information which will 
ennble them to achieve the most favorable re- 
sults, without the cost of the repeated experi- 
ments and failures by which the experieuce of 
others may have been purchased. 

It is not to be disguised that there exists in 
this State, at this time, a lamentable apathy on 
the subject of agricultural improvement ; and 
of no section, we venture to say, is this more 
true than of our own District. Each bas seemed 
content to plod his accustomed way, scarce stop 
ping to ask as to his neighbor's progress, much 
less to inquire whether time has not developed 
new, and more-successful methods than those to 
which he has been useds ‘There are habits in 
farming, as in ajl things else—peculiar modes 
of doing things which have fastened themselves 
upor the mind, and which resist all ordinary 
means for their removal. These habits are 
maziy of them such as are readily admitted to 
Le destructive of the best interests of the fur- 
mer. and yet they are persisted iu from year to 
year. Long have farmers acknowledged the 
ruinous effects of over-cropping and superficial 
tillage ; and. yet as certainly as each successive 
year rolls. around, so certainly do we find them 
pureuing the same system of over-cropping and 
the same ruinous methods of superficial tillage. 
To séme more powerful means must we look, 
then, for the uprooting of these habits, than to 
the mere conyincing of the understanding. ‘This 
means is found in the principle of association, 
which throwing together those having.a com- 
mon interest, with a view to improvement, 
awakens a spirit of investigation, and uotram- 
ineling the mind of its preconceived notions, 
opens it to the suggestions of reason and experi- 


ence. 
W6é do net occupy a position which enables 


‘us to speak authoritatively on this subject, hay- 
ing ourselves no direct interest in the suil.

The Kosta Affair.

an elaborate document, setting forth in decided 
terms the American construction, not only of 
this question, but of all others relating to the 
rights of our citizens abroad, by which the na- 
tions of the Earth must abide. 7 

The characteristic position assumed and no 
bly maintained by Capt. Incranam is little cal- 
culated to draw from the representatives of 
European despotism any expression but that of 
disapproval and violent opposition, and we 
should by no means be angry at the empty show 
of indignation they have been pleased to make. 
Sustained as he is, however, by his government 
and the whole people, he may rest assured that 
his conduct and the principle for which he 
bravely contended, however mistaken he might 
have been in its application, will be fully and 
entirely vindicated. Meantime, we notice that 
a large mass meeting has been held by the 
citizens of New York, recently, for the purpose 
of expressing their admiration of Capt. Incra- 
HaM’s Conduct, and adopting a suitable testimo- 
nial for preservation. 

We have heretofore expressed the opinion that 
Capt. IncraHam’s conduct cannot be justified on, 
the ground that Kosta wasa citizen of the U. S., 
and entitled as a matter of right to the -protee- 
tion of our flag ; but at the same time we indi- 
cated other and even higher grounds upon 
which such justification might be based.’

The Yelluw fever has been gradually subsid- 
ing in New Orleans-—the interments on last 
Sunday being only 16. The deaths in Mobile 
upto the 21s° inst., number 696. On Sunday 
last there were only 9 interments from this 
cause. The disease is still raging with great 
violence at Vicksburg, Natchez and other places 
on the Mississippi, and in the interior of Lou- 
isiana. The total number of deaths in New 
Orleans from the 223d of May up to the 16th 
instant, from Yellow Fever and other diseases, 
presents an aggregate of 19,440. The scourge 
seems to be gaining ground in Philadelphia— 
nine deaths having occurred there during the 
past week. 

While the yellow fever has been playing such 
sad havoc in our country, still greater suffering 
has resulted in other lands from the ravages of 
Cholera. Letters from Havana to the 29th ult, 
state that an epidemie of the nature of cholera 
assisted by a pernicious fever, was sweeping 
off sailors, soldiers, negroes and others, with 
frightful rapidity in the interior of Cuba.- Some 
estates, numbering from two to three hundred 
slaves, had been so reduced in the space of a 
week, that there were scarcely men enough 
left to bury the dead. It generally proves fata] 
in four or five hours. 

Information from Hamburg, in Europe, is that 
the cholera, which’for several weeks has appear~ 
ed there in single. and isolated instances only, 
forming what is technically called “sporadic” 
cases, is now assuming an epidemic form 
There appears to have been in all from 160 to 
180 cases of the disease, about two.thirds of 
which have been fatal—a circumstance which 
proves the extreme virulence of its character. 
The last accounts from Copenhagen give for 
that city, attacks 7,287, and deaths 3,946, out 
of a population of about 200,000. At the same 
rate of -mortality, the deaths in Londen would 


amount to 40,000.

It is grievous td consider how wmany Chris-

Others lay themselves 
to sleep, or trifle away their time in thinking of 
their worldly affairs. Others gnae and stare 
about upon the congregation, or keep talking 
and whispering with their neighbors ; and this 
ig especially observed while the word of God is 
preached unto them ; as if the Holy Scriptures, 
though given by inspiration ef God, were not 
always to be heard, marked, learned and im- 
wardly digested, that so they may answer the 
ends for which they were written, and become 
profitable for doctrine, fur reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness ; or in one word, 
good to the use of edifying.
